Senalor Heyburn aequi< seed in re­ 
tention !;>f the negro for his service 
formerly given to the senate, but 
“notbecause of loyalty to the glory 
of an infamous cause.” 
Senator Williams replied with great 
teeling that he was "not p rep aid to 
hear a 'civilized man in the twentieth 
century call an infamous cause’ the 
cause for winch bis (Williams*) fath­ 
er laid down his life." 
Lee and Jackson may have been 
wrong,” added Mr. Williams. 
That the government is now in
